Outspoken crime commissioner ‘has all the answers’

Surrey Police should be abolished, 
part of its funding should be spent 
on building more prisons and 
ethnic diversity in the police is 
unnecessary. 

Those are just three of the views 
of Surrey’s outspoken new Police 
and Crime Commissioner (PCC), 
Kevin Hurley, expressed in a inter¬ 
view with this paper last week, 
just days before he was criticised 
in Parliament by the Shadow 
Home Secretary. 

Speaking in the wake of the sus¬ 
pected suicide of Guildford sexual 
assault victim Frances Andrade, 
48, a highly-regarded violinist who 
gave evidence against her attack¬ 
er, Shadow Home Secretary Yvette 
Cooper told the House of Com¬ 
mons: “The Surrey Police and 
Crime Commissioner has said in 
the last couple of days ‘It’s the re¬ 
sponsibility of the police to pre¬ 
sent evidence to the court with the 
victim in a way that is untainted’. 

“That means they will not and 
should not refer a victim for coun¬ 
selling until after they have given 
their evidence.” 

She said it was completely unac¬ 
ceptable that victims of sexual 
abuse should ever be denied 
support and counselling. 

Mr Hurley claimed the quote 
was taken out of context as his 
philosophy puts victims at the 
heart of the criminal justice 
system. 


Pulling no 
punches:

Surrey Police insisted it was its 
policy to encourage victims to 
seek appropriate support, but it 
would be reviewing its involve¬ 
ment in the case. 

Last week Mr Hurley, who was 
elected in November as an inde¬ 
pendent PCC although just 6 per 
cent of the electorate voted 
for him, outlined his views on a 
number of different subjects. 

After 30 years in the police 


where he did everything from 
being a PC to commanding a bor¬ 
ough, he is confident he has the 
answers and public support for 
what he is trying to achieve. 

Speaking about his first few 
months in the job he said: “There 
was no learning curve. 

“I know quite clearly what the 
public want and they are very 
supportive of my six priorities - a 
zero tolerance approach, more 


visible street policing, putting vic¬ 
tims at the centre of the criminal 
justice system, giving people a 
greater say on how their streets 
are policed, and being uncompro¬ 
mising in the standards you ex¬ 
pect from police.” 

He has already asked for a 1.99 
per cent increase in the amount of 
money given to the police from 
council tax this year, which would 
raise an extra £2m a year for 
policing the county - to help offset 
a 23 per cent cut in Government 
funding for policing nationally. 

He said so much criticism was 
now being levelled at police 
officers that it got in the way of 
their work so “the first thought 
becomes ‘how do we protect our¬ 
selves and our institution?”’. 

He believes the skills required to 
be a policeman are “a desire to 
make things better, being physi¬ 
cally and mentally brave, and 
having emotional intelligence”. 

He said the latter was lacking in 
Tottenham in the aftermath of the 
shooting of Mark Duggan by po¬ 
lice in 2011 - a deficiency that 
he believes sparked the London 
riots. 

And he said the riots would not 
have happened if he had been bor¬ 
ough commander in Haringey at 
the time. 

He believes good leadership is 
vital in the police but those at the 
start of their career should be 
paid more than the £19,000 now on 
offer: “If you give peanuts you get 
monkeys”.

Zero tolerance message 


Fast tracking officers 


The 59-year-old said he is 
working hard to ingrain his 
policy of zero tolerance into 
Surrey’s police officers and 
said that while “98 per cent” of 
the hundreds of residents he 
has so far interacted with in in¬ 
troductory meetings across the 
county have had a posi¬ 
tive response to it, 
one of his real 
challenges is 
making people 
with “narrow, 
blinkered views” 
understand what 
the approach 
is about. 





He said: “Zero tolerance polic¬ 
ing means do something about 
the problem, don’t ignore it. It 
doesn’t mean lock people up 
forever, flog them or hang 
them. 

“We are professional, reason¬ 
able, moderate, but uncompro¬ 
mising in the face of antisocial 
behaviour. 

“It’s a mindset. At no stage 
t\ have I said we need to put 
j anyone in prison.

The Government’s fast- 
tracking of junior police 
officers into senior posts 
must stop, according to 
Mr Hurley. 

He said he wanted to 
confront the Government 
over the issue: “There is a 
system for fast-tracking, 
which means officers can 
become chief inspectors 
within three years. 

“The system is ridicu¬ 
lous and ill-considered 
and shows no under¬ 
standing of the nature 
and complexity of the 
job. 


“I was a fast-tracker, 
but it took me five-and-a- 
half years to become a 
chief inspector and even 
then I found it a struggle. 

“I will oppose the fast- 
tracking of police offi¬ 
cers in Surrey.” 

Mr Hurley said one of 
prime causes of the Hills¬ 
borough disaster in 1989 
was an inexperienced 
fast-track police officer 
who opened the exit gate 
without then providing 
a police presence to 
guard entry to the 
stadium. 


Appointing his deputy 


Cut the number of forces 



Responding to criticism of 
his appointment of his 
friend, Jeff Harris, a for¬ 
mer police chief superin¬ 
tendent, as his deputy on a 
salary of £50,000 a year, 
Mr Hurley said they make 
the “perfect pair” for the 
job. 

He said: “There was no 
fairness in it. No openness 
or transparency. The role 


was too important for me 
to go through a process of 
interview boards with peo¬ 
ple I don’t know. 

“To put it bluntly, I un¬ 
derstand the business. I 
will not be bamboozled. 
My deputy has spent two- 
and-a-half years working 
with some of the most dis¬ 
advantaged youth in Sur¬ 
rey, and I appointed him.” 


Mr Hurley believes the only 
way to make significant effi¬ 
ciency savings is to disband 
local police forces. 

He said: “Every cut we make 
is now cutting into the bone 
marrow. 

“The only way to get effi¬ 
ciencies is to reduce the num¬ 
ber of forces. We have all 
these separate organisations 
and forces putting their own 
separate spins on things. 


It’s wasteful. 

“The public wants to pay for 
constables on the street. 
What hat badges they wear 
are irrelevant. You get to a 
size with an organisation 
where you can bring in 
economies of scale. 

“We shouldn’t have separate 
county police forces. There 
should be a chief constable 
for a region, like the south¬ 
east of England, with a PCC.” 
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Mr Hurley said in today’s soci¬ 
ety it is seen as necessary to 
have an ethnically diverse po¬ 
lice force, but this should not be 
the case. He said that as long as 
there are people “who can do 
the job and know how to inter¬ 
act with people” their race 
should be irrelevant. 

He believes the reason why 
there are so few ethnic minority 
police officers is largely due to 
the minority communities 
themselves. 

He said those from Indian 
families tend to pursue more 
academic paths and “turn their 
noses up” at a career in the po¬ 
lice, while those from other 
Asian backgrounds are more 
likely to enter the business 
world. 

He said a senior Asian police¬ 
woman was most likely to be an 
“under-achiever”. And, accord¬ 
ing to Mr Hurley, people with an 
African background are not 
keen to join the police because 
they come from countries 


where the police are tainted by 
working for dictators. 

Asked about the Macpherson 
Inquiry, which found that the 
police had been institutionally 
racist in its handling of the 
murder of black teenager 
Stephen Lawrence, who was 
stabbed at a bus stop in South 
East London in 1993, Mr Hurley 
said Sir William McPherson 
was suffering from “post-colo¬ 
nial guilt”. 

He said it was an isolated case 
where if the police officers in¬ 
volved had dealt with the 
Lawrence family with more 
“emotional intelligence”, the 
situation would not have 
escalated. 

Mr Hurley said the Lawrence 
family had needed “a hand to 
hold to absorb their shock”, but 
the police did not know how to 
deal with them properly. 

He added it was not often men¬ 
tioned that an off-duty police¬ 
man stopped to help at the 
scene following the attack. 



Liberating forces from targets 


Mr Hurley, who helped draw up 
Iraq’s policing strategy and has 
served for 42 years as a reservist 
army officer, said he wants to free 
police officers so they can “do 
the right thing for the 
public”. 

He said: “I want to liberate the 
police from the constraints of the 
many targets they have to meet. 


“For example, officers have to 
record how many broken-into 
cars they have detected. 

“I haven’t been at a single public 
consultation where a member of 
the public has said they want 
something to be done about peo¬ 
ple breaking into cars. It’s not 
something people sit up and 
worry about.” 


On prison: 
‘It works’ 


Mr Hurley said he feels posi¬ 
tive about what zero toler¬ 
ance can achieve - “we 
should not give up and say 
situations are hopeless” - 
but, for career criminals, 
prison works. 

He said: “In suitable cases 
we should spend time to 
stop re-offending, but we 
should accept some people 
are just plain bad and the 
right place for them is 
prison until they stop their 
reoffending behaviour. 

“Prison works because if 
you’re a burglar and you’re 
locked up in prison you 
can’t burgle. Putting a bur¬ 
glar in prison is the cheaper 
option than letting them 
commit the crime. 

“Would I give up a chunk 
of my budget to pay for 
more prison capacity for 
Surrey? 

“Yes, I would, but it’s not 
within my power.”

Body is 
found in 
‘missing’ 
search 

A body has been found 
in the search for a miss¬ 
ing man. 

A search team discov¬ 
ered the body at about 
2.30pm last Thursday in 
a remote and isolated 
wooded area near Cud- 
dington Glade in Epsom. 

Michael Sullivan, 60, 
went missing from 
the Horton Lane area 
of Epsom at about 6pm 
on Saturday, February 
2 . 

His carers said there 
were concerns he could 
become agitated if 
he did not take his 
medication. 

The body was found by 
Surrey Search and Res¬ 
cue Service in a wooded 
area a few hundred 
yards from Horton 
Lane. 

The death was being 
treated as unexplained, 
but there was not 
thought to be any third 
party involvement. 


A fox has attacked a teenage 
girl out jogging - fuelling calls 
for a cull. 

The fox leapt out of the 
darkness and bit Clare Laudy, 
17, when she running along 
Worple Road, Epsom, on the 
evening of January 10. 

Following the attack on a 
baby in Bromley at the week¬ 
end Miss Laudy has spoken 
out about her ordeal and 
called for action to protect 
others. 

Miss Laudy said she was jog¬ 
ging down the road at 8pm in 
the dark when a fox struck. 

She said: “Out of nowhere 
this fox leapt out at me and it 
was biting my leg. 

I shouted at the fox and it let 
go, but did not run away. I fol¬ 
lowed the advice of a game 
ranger in Yosemite National 
Park on how to deal with 
bears and I made myself as 
large as possible and shouted 
loudly. It kept trying to chase 
me and I had to shout to make 
it go away.” 

It tore at her leggings and 
scratched her leg. 

The pupil at City of London 
Freeman’s School, in Ashtead 
Park, said she ran home in a 
panic and found a large hole 
torn in her leggings. 

She said: “I was terrified

because that had never hap¬ 
pened to anyone I knew. 

“I was really shaken up and 
I’m still really terrified of 
foxes. If it is dark and I’m 
walking down roads I get real¬ 
ly scared.” 

Miss Laudy has gone on 
LBC radio to back the call for 
a fox cull, with London Mayor 
Boris Johnson describing the 
baby attack as a ‘wake-up 
call’. 

She said: “I think they defi¬ 
nitely should be culled. 
Things like this are happen¬ 
ing more often. I think it is 
getting out of hand. Some¬ 
times they run away, but a lot 
of times they are not scared of 
humans.” 

She believes people should 
be made more aware of the 
problem so they do not leave 
food out for them in the 
garden. 

A member of her family 
rang the council on Monday 
but was informed that it does 
not offer pest control in rela¬ 
tion to foxes. 

A council spokesman said: 
“It is most unusual for some¬ 
one to be approached by a 
fox. The council do receive 


occasional calls about fox nui¬ 
sance but this tends to be 
about noise and bin raiding.” 

In a poll on epsom 
guardian.co.uk 71 per cent of 
respondents on Tuesday said 
they were in favour of a cull 
compared with 43 per cent 
across south London. 


When we ran a similar poll a 
year ago following the sus¬ 
pected killing of three cats by 
foxes near Pam’s Way, Ewell 
Court, just 54 per cent of resi¬ 
dents favoured a cull. 

Councillor Dave Mayall, 
who lives in Pam’s Way, said 
there was a lot of emotion 


around foxes, but evidence 
showed culling did not work 
because the population 
bounces back. 

Coun Mayall said: “If you 
kill one fox you replace it with 
two.” 

When asked about recent at¬ 
tacks, he said he had never 
heard of a fox attacking an 
adult before and described the 
attack on the month-old baby 
as tragic. 

He said: “It is normally a 
very sensitive issue and, as 
tragic as the incident was, 
these types of incidents are 
very rare.” 

Simon Cowell, founder of 
Leatherhead-based charity 
Wildlife Aid Foundation, said 
urban foxes were becoming 
more humanised than they 
should because people leave 
out food. 

But Mr Cowell spoke out 
against public hysteria and 
demonisation of foxes in the 
wake of what he said was sen¬ 
sationalised reporting of indi¬ 
vidual attacks. 

He said: “Many people have 
been calling for foxes to be 
culled. 

“I think this is a massive 
overreaction. What we need is 
a measure of common sense 
and caution.” 


Hoax call closes hospital 


An anonymous threat led to 
Epsom Hospital being sealed 
off for an hour on Tuesday 
morning. 

The entire hospital was 
locked down after the threat 
was made at 9am, with hun¬ 
dreds of people unable to enter 
or leave until the incident was 
declared a hoax. 

As confusion reigned, wor¬ 
ried patients and relatives took 
to Twitter. 

Mrs Cakery tweeted: “Hus¬ 
band is stuck in Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal - apparently a security 
lockdown where no one can get 
in or go out. Bit like Willy 


Wonka’s factory.” 

The trust refused to give any 
details of the threat except to 
deny a rumour that it related 
to a baby being stolen. 

It said: “To protect patients, 
staff and visitors, we tem¬ 
porarily closed the hospital. 
The threat is not considered to 
be credible. We would like to 
apologise for any inconve¬ 
nience caused to patients.” 

Police advised the trust dur¬ 
ing the incident and are now 
hunting the perpetrator.

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MP backs village council plan 


An MP has said he would back a push for 
a village council as long as there is en¬ 
thusiasm and support for it. 

Community leaders have mooted the 
idea of a council in Banstead that would 
get a say over planning and could run 
youth projects and improve the environ¬ 
ment through services like litterpicking. 

Banstead’s MP Crispin Blunt said vol¬ 
unteers would need to be energised 
enough to run the council and its cre¬ 
ation would have to bring benefits to the 
area. 

Mr Blunt said: “It’s very much a matter 
for the people of Banstead. I would be in 
support if that’s what people want. If 


people are willing to do that then obvi¬ 
ously that’s a good thing.” 

Mr Blunt said public sentiment that 
Banstead remains the “forgotten end” of 
the borough has lessened over the years. 

He said: “I make sure I give as much 
time to Banstead as the rest of the con¬ 
stituency. But I’m not able to wave a 
magic wand to make it go away.” 

He said the feeling was partly historical 
and geographical, with the area tending 
to look to Sutton and London as much as 
Reigate and Redhill. 

He said: “There is very definitely a 
strong Banstead community feeling. It’s 
an important part of the constituency.” 



Moped rider threatened with bat 


A gang in a 4x4 car threatened 
a teenager with a baseball bat 
then chased him along the 
road as he tried to escape on 
his moped. 

The attack happened be¬ 
tween 8.30pm and 9.30pm on 
Tuesday, February 5, when the 
17-year-old was riding his 
moped along London Road, 
Ewell, near the junction with 
Kingston Road. 


Four men stepped out in 
front of his bike and tried to 
strike him with a baseball bat. 

He escaped, but they chased 
him in a green 4x4, at one 
point reversing the wrong way 
down the A240. 

The youth was not injured in 
the incident and no arrests 
have been made. 

Detective Constable Antony 
Preston, of Epsom CID, said: 


“This was a terrifying ordeal 
for the young man involved. 

“At this stage in the investi¬ 
gation we do not believe these 
were random threats and that 
the victim and the offenders 
are known to each other.”

Depressed man wins 
‘back to work’ appeal 


A man driven to the brink of sui¬ 
cide by the Government’s “cruel” 
welfare reforms has condemned 
the system used to assess whether 
people with mental health issues 
are able to work. 

Edmund O’Leary, of Aspen 
Close, Epsom, has suffered from 
clinical depression and anxiety 
for six years after his job as a cus¬ 
tomer services trainer ended and 
his marriage broke down. 

The 45-year-old had been receiv¬ 
ing £101 a week in income support 
(IS) because he was unable to 
work. 

But in November last year he 
was informed by the Department 
of Work and Pensions (DWP) that 
he would have to undergo a work 
capability assessment to see if he 
was eligible for the new benefit 
replacing IS - the Employment 
Support Allowance (ESA). 

But to his horror the doctor who 
assessed him declared he was fit 
to work and he was informed that 
his benefits would be stopped on 
January 17. 

With the support of his mental 
health team at Surrey and Bor¬ 
ders Partnership NHS, Mr 
O’Leary has now got the decision 
overturned at appeal. 

But he said the whole process

had put him in a “very dark 
place” and he has decided to 
speak out about it on behalf of 
others. 

The father of twin boys said the 
assessment is simply not “geared 
towards people who have mental 
health problems”. 

He said: “Everything I said to 
the doctor was misconstrued. 

“I was told I didn’t get any eligi¬ 
bility points for turning up sober, 
not using bad language or travel¬ 
ling by bus even though I was of¬ 
fered a taxi. 

“They had an idea of what they 
thought someone with mental ill¬ 
ness is like.” 

After being told that his benefits 
would be stopped he said: “I won¬ 
dered how I would be able to feed 
myself. Would I have to steal 
food? 

“I was worried I would do some¬ 
thing silly to be sectioned and put 
in hospital. 

“I was almost suicidal. The sys¬ 
tem is very cruel and harsh on 
those genuinely claiming the 
benefit. 

“I believe I am speaking up for 
people who won’t be able to speak 


up for themselves.” 

Paul Farmer, chief executive of 
the charity Mind, said the assess¬ 
ment for ESA is “deeply flawed” 
and does not recognise the effect 
of mental health problems on 
ability to work. 

He said: “We welcome improve¬ 
ments the Government has made 
to the system in recent years, but 
we believe significant further 
changes are needed. 

“Particularly, much greater use 
of additional evidence about ap¬ 
plicants, expert assessors, and 
improvements to the criteria used 
in the assessment.” 

On Friday, the Public Accounts 
Committee (PAC) criticised the 
DWP’s complacent attitude to the 
high number of inaccurate deci¬ 
sions leading to successful ap¬ 
peals - with 37 per cent of appeals 
upheld. 

The PAC’s report said: “In far 
too many cases the department is 
getting these decisions wrong at 
considerable cost to both the tax¬ 
payer and the claimant.” 

But Employment Minister 
Mark Hoban accused it of scare- 
mongering and of failing to 
recognise improvements to the 
system since the Government 
came to power in 2010.

Car lands on lamppost 
after vehicles skid off 


A car skidded on black ice and 
knocked down a lamppost, sec¬ 
onds before another car skidded 
on to its broken stump. 

The accidents at 7.45am last Fri¬ 
day were just yards from where a 
transit van had already skidded 
off and hit a car on a blind 
bend in Woodmansterne Lane, 
Banstead. 

Residents were so worried other 
cars would crash they stood be¬ 
side the road in a bid to slow them 
down. 

Daniel Martin, who was driving 
a black Hyundai, said he was 
moving slowly when he spotted 
the damaged car by the side of 
the road and braked. 

He lost control of the hire car 
that smashed into the lamppost 
and then veered into a low wall. 

Mr Martin, 28, who has lived in 
Banstead for four years, said: “I 
put my brakes on realising there 
was an accident. 

“I hit the lamppost on my right 
hand door and bent the lamppost 
and snapped it over.

“So I’m sitting in my car a little 
bit shaken up just composing my¬ 
self and 10 seconds later the exact 
same thing happened to the Mer¬ 
cedes. The Mercedes went 
straight up on to the broken 
lamppost.” 

Mr Martin blamed the crash on 
flooding from a drain outside a 
nursing home further up the 
road. 

He said: “A drain back there is 
spewing water and obviously all 
other cars coming down had cre¬ 
ated an ice rink.” 

He said his own car was stolen 
on Saturday while they were 
playing a rugby match after the 
keys were taken from the un¬ 
locked changing room at Chip- 
stead Rugby Club. He said: “It’s 
not been a very good week. I’m a 
little bit shaken up still.” 

A neighbour said that earlier a 
woman driver came off the road 
and hit the kerb and a white 
van smashed into her car. 

Her family went out by 


the road to try to slow down other 
cars hurtling around the corner. 

She said: “I was more worried 
because it felt like something that 
could escalate. It was just terrify¬ 
ing to think that something else 
was going to happen.” 

Another resident, who heard 
the crash, said there had been a 
serious flooding problem by a 
drain for many years and the 
council has been repeatedly 
warned about it. 

But a Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We cleared the 
gullies at this location on Novem¬ 
ber 8, but we believe it is the soak- 
aways that are causing the 
problem as they are not working 
fast enough. We intend to return 
to the site early in the new finan¬ 
cial year [which starts in April] 
with a scheme that would at least 
alleviate and hopefully cure the 
problem. As far as gritting is con¬ 
cerned, Woodmansterne Lane 
was upgraded to our priority one 
network at our last review, so for 
the past year it has been receiving 
our highest level of attention.”

A 16-year-old boy has been 
given a three-month referral 
order for cannabis possession.

She said: “We were all very 
shocked as a school and we quickly 
dealt with the situation to ensure 
everyone was safe and it was kept 
under control. She was conscious 
but obviously in pain.” 

Ms Fantham said a leadership 
team member was always around 
the pelican crossing area at home 
time and children had been remind¬ 
ed to travel home safely. 

She said she may contact police 
about concerns that cars that travel 
along the road very fast. 

The driver of the car stopped at 
the scene and has been questioned 
by police.

Emotions reaching fever pitch

Police had to turn people 
away from a meeting on the 
future of threatened Epsom 
Hospital last week after the 
venue ran out of space. 

More than 300 residents, 
campaigners, GPs and coun¬ 
cillors packed into the main 
hall of Blenheim High School, 
in Longmead Road, Epsom, 
last Thursday where MP 
Chris Grayling, who organ¬ 
ised the meeting, repeated his 
demand that the current re¬ 
view of services at hospitals in 
the area be halted because it 
was being rushed and had not 
properly assessed local needs. 

The audience also heard a 
presentation by Jill Evans, of 
the Surrey Downs Clinical 
Commissioning Group and 
Michael Bailey, joint medical 
director of the Better Services 
Better Value (BSBV) review, 
on what Epsom Hospital’s in¬ 
clusion in the review could 
mean for its services. 

Next Thursday BSBV is ex¬ 
pected to announce its recom¬ 
mendations for the future of 
A&E and maternity units at 
Epsom, St Helier, Croydon, 
Kingston and St George’s. 

The meeting, which over¬ 
flowed into the school’s can¬ 
teen and saw latecomers 
turned away by police 
because of the lack of seating 


capacity, was chaired jointly 
by Mr Grayling and Mole Val¬ 
ley MP Paul Beresford. 

Ms Evans said the reasoning 
behind the BSBV review was 
to increase standards of care 
across the area. 

She said: “The standards of 
care across the patch are not 
the same. Although there are 
some areas with excellent 
care, there are areas of 
deficiency. 

“There is a feeling that the 
motivation is a financial one, 
but that is not the case.” 

She said the inclusion of 
Epsom Hospital within BSBV 
in November did not mean it 
was at a disadvantage and in¬ 
sisted that the “BSBV process 


has genuinely involved 
Surrey in a genuine way”. 

Ms Evans said: “There cer¬ 
tainly needs to be change and 
I think we know that. We want 
Epsom to be a vibrant site 
with services which will sup¬ 
port most of the community. 

Even if it is not an acute 
hospital we would look to pro¬ 
vide a lot of services there so 
it would only be for the spe¬ 
cialised services that people 
would need to travel.” 

Addressing concerns about 
how travelling times would 
increase with the reconfigura¬ 
tion of services, Mr Bailey 
said: “Would you want to trav¬ 
el a bit further and come out 
alive or travel a shorter 


distance and come out dead? 
It is your choice.” 

Ms Evans and Mr Bailey 
then answered questions from 
the audience - many of which 
raised concerns about Epsom 
Hospital’s inclusion within 
BSBV at the “last minute”. 

A GP from the Derby Medi¬ 
cal Centre was applauded 
when he said: “I am very wor¬ 
ried about the transport times 
between Epsom and south¬ 
west London. 

“It is simply not true to say 
that Surrey GPs have had as 
much representation on this 
as London GPs. This has been 
going since 2011. We were told 
about it at the end of 2012. 

“It appears that decisions 


have been made long in ad¬ 
vance by the GPs in London.” 

A protester from the Save 
Our Hospitals campaign group 
took the microphone, calling 
Mr Grayling a “hypocrite”. 

He said: “I think Chris 
Grayling has got a particular¬ 
ly despicable role in this. 

“He sits round the cabinet 
table agreeing NHS cuts and 
is coming back to his con¬ 
stituency and saying don’t cut 
services to Epsom Hospital. 

“This is a political meeting. 
They are his decisions.” 

Mr Beresford then apolo¬ 
gised to the audience for the 
protester’s intervention, say¬ 
ing that it was not a political 
meeting, but a meeting about 
the future of the hospital. 

A woman then accused Mr 
Grayling of being a “traitor” 
and was escorted out by 
police. 

Ending the meeting, Mr 
Grayling said: “One of the big 
reasons for having tonight 
was to send a message. 

“There is a serious discus¬ 
sion to be had about how NHS 
services are provided in the 
future, but I am absolutely 
adamant that it has to be done 
in a way that gives this area a 
fair hearing. 

“The rush between late 
November and literally next

week when a decision is going 
to be taken about where ser¬ 
vices are to be configured, is 
too quick, too shallow and has 
not taken into account local 
needs to anything like what is 
necessary. 

“A halt should be put to this 
process and it should be done 
properly and in a sensible 
way and we can then have a 
mature debate about the fu¬ 
ture of health services in this 
area. 

“After all the campaigning 
we have done over the past 13 
years, never in a million years 
did I think we would find our¬ 
selves in a room talking about 
downgrading both Epsom and 
St Helier. 

“You just have to look at a 
map to say ‘doesn’t that leave 
something of a hole?”’ 

BSBV hailed the meeting as 
a success and Mr Grayling de¬ 
manded it publish detailed ev¬ 
idence about the financial 
viability of its plans.

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Leaked document looks 
bad for A&E department 



Changes? Epsom Hospital could lose its A&E and maternity departments EP30207

A leaked document has re¬ 
vealed the odds are stacked 
against Epsom retaining its ac¬ 
cident and emergency (A&E) 
and maternity departments. 

The document, seen by the 
Epsom Guardian, shows a 
draft of 10 options an expert 
panel from the Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value (BSBV) 
review will score as part of 
the reconfiguration of health 
services in south-west 
London. 

According to the options, 
the only way Epsom can re¬ 
tain its A&E department is if 
Croydon University Hospital 

- that is at the heart of Lon¬ 
don’s largest borough - loses 
its A&E. 

It looks like it will be a 
straight showdown between 
Epsom and St Helier as to 
which could become the most 
downgraded site that BSBV 
are calling a “local hospital” 

- that could include GP ser¬ 
vices and practices, treat¬ 
ment for simple fractures, 
chest infections and burns. 


Downgrading both Epsom 
and St Helier hospitals 
“makes no sense”, clini¬ 
cians involved in the Better 
Services Better Value 

(BSBV) review have 

claimed. 

The clinicians, from 
Epsom Hospital, are mem¬ 
bers of BSBV’s clinical 

working groups (CWG), that 
look at six areas, including 
maternity, children’s ser¬ 
vices and acute medicine. 

Each working group 

draws up models for BSBV, 


All the options recommend 
that both St George’s and 
Kingston should retain their 
A&E and maternity 
facilities. 

Last year, BSBV, that is 
being carried out for a sec¬ 
ond time, published the data 
that a scoring panel of 60 
people came up with and 


based on how services can 
be improved, developed and 
protected in the long term. 

However, in a letter sent to 
the chief executive of the 
Epsom and St Helier Trust, 
Matthew Hopkins, three 
clinicians claim that at¬ 
tempts have been made to 
exclude those openly op¬ 
posed to BSBV. 

It said: “Turning both St 
Helier and Epsom hospitals 
into local care centres will 
result in residents having to 
travel much further to

However, this time they are 
not publishing the data, 
being scored by a panel of 
eight people, and they will 
not make an announcement 
until it has all been consid¬

Dee Wilson, a patient of Dr 
Stott when he was based in 
the High Street, paid tribute 


to a “wonderful and very 
helpful” doctor. 

She said: “He was a very tall 
man, with a shock of white 
hair, and I noticed his shoes 
always needed a polish and he 
often wore odd socks. 

“He was a very captivating 
doctor always willing to hear 
about how the family were 
doing when they were 
growing up. 

“I always felt he knew what 
he was doing and was guided 
by him in the treatment of all 
of the family over many years 
until his retirement. 

“He was very respectful, 


waited until you had finished 
telling him what was trou¬ 
bling you, and never made a 
wrong decision with any of 
us. 

“His advice when we went 
through a very trying time 
was welcoming and he really 
seemed to care about the 
worries and tribulations of 
life as a woman, mother and 
wife. 

“It was a sad loss when he 
retired and the thing I would 
miss most, and still do, is his 
laugh. 

“He was a brilliant doctor, 
father and husband.”

A disabled mother is becoming 
increasingly desperate be¬ 
cause her family-of-five have to 
share a single bedroom. 

Natalie Baker sleeps in the 
same room as her fiancee, her 
daughter, four, and her twins, 
two, in a flat in Rollin House, 
Burnhams Grove, Epsom, run 
by a housing association. 

Miss Baker said: “I cannot 
take it anymore and I am get¬ 
ting depressed.” 

Her fiance, Michael Caves, 
was offered a two-bedroom 
home in November 2011, but 
decided to hold out for a place 
with three bedrooms. 

Miss Baker said they needed 
three bedrooms as her twins, 
Reece and Millie, kept their 
older sister, Tayah, awake at 
night. 

Miss Baker, who has an in¬ 
jured foot and cannot walk 
very far, said she has started to 
take anti-depressants. 

She said: “It is a joke. We 
have been bidding for houses 
and getting nowhere.” 

She said the council and 
Rosebery Housing Association 
had been no help. 


Julian Chun, operations di¬ 
rector at the association, said 
Mr Caves joined the transfer 
list in 2009, but the options 
available had not yet matched 
his preferences. 

Mr Chun said the association 
understood how difficult it 
must be and that Mr Caves was 
aware three-bedroom proper¬ 
ties were in short supply, but 
had told them he would wait. 


He said: “Mr Caves also 
stated he only had interest in 
moving to certain areas within 
the borough, which unfortu¬ 
nately means his choices are 
limited even further. 

“We have discussed all this 
with Mr Caves and hope he 
will broaden his criteria.” 

But Miss Baker denied they 
only wanted to live in certain 
areas, adding they would 


move anywhere. 

A spokesman for Sutton 
Council highlighted the short¬ 
age of social housing and said 
no three-bedroom properties 
had been available in the past 
nine months. 

He said: “The council and the 
housing associations are doing 
what they can to address this. 

“There are 2,000 applicants 
on the housing register.”

Black-cab drivers are de¬ 
manding to be allowed back 
outside Epsom station - 
claiming the location of their 
current taxi rank is costing 
them a fortune. 

Sheila Siggers and up to 50 
other black-cab drivers, used 
to be based right outside the 
Epsom station entrance be¬ 
fore development work start¬ 
ed on the site two years ago. 

Last week they launched a 
petition opposing Surrey 
County Council’s (SCC) deci¬ 
sion to keep them there even 
after the development work is 
finished. 

Mrs Siggers, from Epsom, 
said the location of the cur¬ 
rent rank, further up Station 
Approach, a few metres to the 
west of the pedestrian cross¬ 
ing, means people leaving the 
station cannot easily see the 
black cabs and are choosing to 
walk home or find a minicab 
in the high street instead. 

The 58-year-old said: “Just 
before Christmas I earned £33 
in one day, and £20 of that was 
spent on petrol. 

“People are thinking ‘we’re 
not going to walk up there’ 


and walk home instead. 

“Why can’t Epsom be like all 
other stations and have a 
black-cab rank right outside? 


“People want to come out of 
the station and walk straight 
into their cab. 

“I’ve lost my house in the 


past two years. I just couldn’t 
afford it anymore so I moved 
in with my mum. 

“Drivers are having to work 
longer hours now because 
they have less jobs. I know the 
economic situation isn’t great 
and we expected trade to drop 
a bit, but we’re not really 
making anything.” 

An SCC spokeswoman 
promised the public will be 
consulted on the decision. 

She said: “This was raised 
as a concern at a meeting of 
our committee for Epsom and 
Ewell, and a working group 
was formed of a number of in¬ 
terested parties including af¬ 
fected taxi drivers.

Road operation is 
a success for cops

A van was seized by police and 
40 drivers pulled over for not 
wearing seatbelts, using mo¬ 
bile phones and other issues 
during a morning operation to 
stop suspicious vehicles on the 
A24 in Ashtead. 

Reporter Alice Foster 
donned a fluorescent jacket to 
join policemen on the opera¬ 
tion last Thursday. 

A total of 19 traffic offences 
were logged and two vehicles 
were banned from being used 
on the road until they are 
repaired. 

A police team in side road 
Stag Leys were radioed by a 
plainclothed policeman in a 
police van with a computer 
system that checked 3,000 
number plates further up the 
road. 

At 11.15am, a white Ford 
transit van was pulled over be¬ 
cause the passenger was not 
wearing a seat belt and it 
emerged that the driver was 
not on the van’s insurance. 

Neighbourhood Sergeant 
John Pearson said the Lithua¬ 
nian driver was being reported 
for not having insurance, 


while the van would be seized. 

Sgt Pearson said: “It looked a 
bit of a dodgy vehicle and, sure 
enough, it turned out to be.” 

He said the Lithuanian pas¬ 
senger had overstayed his 
visa, but was not arrested be¬ 
cause he was in the middle of 
an appeal to stay in the UK on 
human rights grounds. 

Police can give a fixed penal¬ 
ty of £200 and six penalty 
points to someone caught driv¬ 
ing a vehicle they are not in¬ 
sured to drive. 

Earlier in the morning, a car 
with a cracked front wind¬ 
screen was banned from use 
on the road until the car is 
repaired. 

Casualty reduction officer 


PC Tom Arthur, who was lead¬ 
ing the operation, told the driv¬ 
er he had to get out and leave 
the car. PC Arthur told him: 
“You can’t drive like this be¬ 
cause it’s dangerous.” 

Further up the A24, a police 
van was stationed with a cam¬ 
era and automatic number 
plate recognition machine to 
flag up vehicles registered on a 
national database. 

The machine in the van 
beeped as an untaxed vehicle 
drove by and a police commu¬ 
nity support officer radioed 
police down the road to stop it. 

The PCSO said: “I’m just as¬ 
sisting by helping to spot any 
potential vehicles that may be 
of interest to police.”

Where there’s a will there’s a way 


O n a warm summer 
morning, as I was 
walking to work, a bus 
sailed past me sporting an 
advert for a new film - 
Cowboys & Aliens, writes 
David Lunn. 

Seeing this reminded me of 
an interesting conversation 
that had taken place at my 
local shopping centre a few 
weeks before. 

It was a day when I was not 
going into the office, and as I 
wandered past the stand of a 
young man earnestly trying 
to sell to the general public 
the importance of making a 
will, the following 
conversation ensued: 

“Would you like to make a 
will?” 

“I make them every day. I 
am a solicitor.” 

His face fell all the way to 
the floor. “Oh.” 

I thought I’d size up the 
competition a bit and see 
what they were about. 

“Tell me, the people who 
draw up the wills in your 
company, are they regulated, 
insured professionals?” 

“Nah mate” (mate? mate? 
When did we become mates?) 
“They’re cowboys! They call 
themselves solicitors but they 
couldn’t even spell 
‘solicitor’.” 


I could share a few horror 
stories here about the 
unregulated sector, about the 
hash some tend to make of 
things and about the 
interesting files I have had 
where bereaved families have 
spent far, far more in legal 
fees to put right such wills 
than it would ever have cost 
to draft them properly in the 
first place - but do I need to? 

Sadly, judging by the 
number of people who take a 
chance on an unregulated 
(often uninsured) will maker, 
I’m not sure that people 
really understand the 
dangers! am currently 
running a probate where an 
unregulated will drafter 
made such a pig’s ear of the 
will, that we are now 
applying to the court to see if 
it can be put right. 

You might be amused to 
read that the witness 
statement of the man who 
took those ill-fated 
instructions refers to his “two 
days of intensive training”. 

Wow - why did I spend all 
those years at university and 
then further years of on-the- 
job training before I was let 
anywhere near a client file 
unsupervised, when all I 
needed was two days of 
intensive training and I 


would have been good to go? 

So what else do you get 
besides a properly drafted 
will that is actually going to 
work if you use a solicitor? 

Believe it or not, it’s not just 
about the quality of the 
drafting, it’s also about 
knowing which questions to 
ask and putting together a 
personalised, thoughtful 
document which meets the 
individual client’s needs - 
and not just for the wealthy 
clients either - for everyone. 

For example, I was recently 
taking the instructions of a 
lady with very few assets. 

She needed a will to make 
sure that one of her sons 
received more than the other 
on her death to even up the 
fact that the other son had 
received more from her 
during her lifetime. 

From the way she was 
talking though, it was 
obvious that by far the most 
important thing in her life 
was not her assets, it was her 
Christian faith. 

I normally open my wills 
with some fairly standard 
wording about this being the 
last will and revoking any old 
wills etc, but for this client, I 
asked her if she would like 
me to replace that with 
something telling the reader 


first about her faith and 
about that being more 
important than the assets. 

She beamed. This was 
exactly how she wanted to do 
it. It took mere moments to do 
and it made her so happy that 
her final document will begin 
by praising the Lord her God. 

So, if you see a solicitor, you 
end up with a well drafted, 
personalised will. 

What else sets us apart? 
Often, it’s the advice we give. 
Good advice matters, even 
when you aren’t trying to be 
clever with tax or deal with 
complicated assets - as was 
shown when a man came to 
see me who was living in an 
unmarried relationship. 

Most of the assets were in 
his name and he and his 
partner had young children 
together. He also had grown¬ 
up children from an earlier 
marriage. He came to see me 
to discuss the best way to 
carve up the estate fairly 
between his children given 
their different ages and 
needs. Very thoughtful. But 
what about his partner? 

I had to explain to him that 
if we did what he wanted, she 
would be left homeless, 
penniless and convinced that 
he didn’t care a jot about her. 

He was shocked. That 


wasn’t what he wanted at all. 
He said he’d not given her 
any thought - he didn’t know 
why, it just hadn’t occurred to 
him to provide for her (note: 
it’s always the men who come 
up with these dozy instru¬ 
ctions - women do tend to 
remember the people they 
live with!). 

When I mentioned the 
consequences of his proposed 
instructions, he changed 
them radically and provided 
generously for his partner. 

My contribution there 
wasn’t genius level stuff but 
you do need to spend time 
with a client to understand 
their circumstances before 
taking any instructions and 
then you need to comment on 
those instructions. 

There are, of course, 
different ways of making 
wills - you can even make one 
yourself (which has its own 
drawbacks), but those who 
prefer to use the unregulated 
sector because it may be 
cheaper than using a 
solicitor, often land the 
grieving family in rather hot 
water - with more expense 
further down the line. All I 
can say is that I can’t see the 
real saving there. As a way of 
having your will drawn up, 
it’s all alien to me.

Sighs of market recovery 


Number of people seeking properties rises 


The UK housing market 
showed further signs of 
recovery last month 
according to estate agents, as 
the number of people actively 
seeking properties rose to a 
quarterly high. 

Figures from the December 
2012 Housing Market Report 
from the National Association 
of Estate Agents (NAEA) 
revealed a rise in the number 
of house hunters, reaching an 
average of 282 per branch. 
This represents an increase 
on the three months to 
December and a high-point 
for the quarter.

The NAEA’s December 
house hunter numbers are up 
41 per cent since their lowest 
December levels in 2008 (200), 
and are up seven per cent on 
the previous month, 
November 2012 (263). 

Mark Hayward, president of 
the NAEA said: “December 
can typically be a challenging 
month for the property 
market, as many buyers 
abandon their search until the 
new year. 

However, last month’s 


figures show a healthy 
December boost, and a 
substantial gain on the mid¬ 
recession low of December 
2008.” 

He added: “Demand is 
clearly returning to areas of 
the market, and agents are 
seeing more house hunters 
looking for their ideal home.” 

“In this climate it’s 
important that those seeking 
to buy a home - and 
particularly first time buyers 
- have access to affordable 
mortgage finance. 

“The news this week that 
Lloyds Banking Group will 


aim to lend £6.5bn in an effort 
help 60,000 people buy their 
first home in 2013 is strongly 
welcomed by the NAEA.” 

The NAEA Housing Market 
Report also showed that the 
percentage of sales made to 
first time buyers saw a slight 
decrease in December, with 
agents recording 21 per cent 
of market share compared 
with 22 per cent in 
November. 

The number of sales made 
by agents fell below the 2012 
average with branches 
recording an average of five 
sales for the month.

Landlords invest more in buy-to-let 


A new report says landlords are 
increasing their buy-to-let 
portfolios. 

The report from the Association 
of Residential Lettings Agents 
(ARLA) shows the average 
number of buy-to-let properties 
owned by landlords peaked at 
eight in the final quarter of 2012, 
up from seven at the beginning of 
the year. 

The apparent rise in confidence 
in the market also prompted 
increased landlord activity, with 
29 per cent stating they have 
bought a property in the past year 
compared to 25 per cent at the 
start of 2012. 

The rise in landlord confidence 


is also reflected in the jump in 
value of buy-to-let mortgages, 
with an 8 per cent increase in the 
final quarter of 2012 totalling £4.2 
billion according to CML. 

Ian Potter, managing director of 
ARLA, said: “The latest data from 
ARLA suggests that landlords are 
carefully but concertedly 
increasing their portfolios; 
activity is returning to the buy-to- 
let market. Whilst many investors 
naturally remain cautious, the 
climb to an average of eight 
properties per landlord shows 
that 2012 was a strong year for the 
private rental sector.” 

Despite wider economic 

uncertainly, the latest ARLA data 


indicates that rental properties 
continue to be attractive 
investment prospects for 
landlords, driven by increased 
consumer demand as consumer 
home ownership levels decline. 

Ian Potter said: “The rental 
sector will continue to be a home 
for investors throughout 2013, 
and strong tenant demand 
coupled with affordable house 
prices in some areas will help to 
sustain the sector’s growth. 

“It also means there is 
increased need for higher 
standards in the sector, to ensure 
the growing number of tenants 
and landlords are protected,” he 
added.

Many died because they 
wrongly believed they should 
wait in their vehicles for 
help, rather than getting out 
of the tunnel as soon as 
possible. 

Regardless of the length of 
the tunnel, an accident in one 
will present unique problems 
and knowing what to do is 
essential. 

Road safety charity the 
Institute of Advanced 
Motorists is offering 
weekly motoring tips from 
Britain’s top advanced 
driver, Peter Rodger on 
how to drive through 
tunnels. 


Act quickly to protect your life and the lives of others 


Before entering a tunnel 

• Check your fuel gauge in 
plenty of time - don’t risk 
running out in a tunnel. 

• Turn on the traffic 
information station. Some 
larger European road tunnels 
have their own radio as well 
as electronic signs. 

• Take off your sunglasses 
as they will hinder your 
eyesight in the dim light of a 
tunnel. 

In the tunnel 

• Turn on dipped 
headlights. Do not use full 
beam as this will dazzle other 
motorists. 

• Don’t exceed the speed 
limit. 

• Leave plenty of room 



between yourself and the car 
in front and watch out for 
brake lights. 

• Keep an eye out for the 
location of emergency 
pedestrian exits just in case 
you may need one. 

• In two-way tunnels, keep 
well to the nearside kerb. 

• Do not change lanes 
unless instructed to. 

If you break down 

• Switch on your hazard 
lights immediately. 

• Try to coast to a 
breakdown lay-by. If none is 
available, stop as close to the 
nearside kerb as possible. 

• Turn off the engine but 
leave the key in the ignition 
so the vehicle can be moved. 


• Evacuate the vehicle, 
making sure everyone is in a 
safe place - well away from 
the car and on the pedestrian 
walkway if there is one. 

• Put on a reflective jacket if 
you have one, and walk 
carefully to the nearest 
emergency phone to inform 
the operator. 

In the event of a fire 

• Only try to extinguish the 
fire if someone is in danger. 

• In all other cases, leave as 
quickly as you can - do not 
wait to be told what to do. 

Peter Rodger, the IAM’s 
chief examiner, said: 

“Though you may see a 
tunnel as just another stretch 
of road, there are specific 


precautions that you must be 
aware of and implement 
when using one. Remember, 
if there is a fire or an 
accident, don’t wait to act - 
fire and smoke can be fatal.
